U.K., Iran 
Tensions 
Escalate 

Blair presses Tehran on fate 
of seized service members 

LO N D 0 N | British Prime Minister Tony Blair 
warned Iran on Sunday that the fate of 15 
British sailors and marines seized off the 
Iraqi coast was a “fundamental” issue for his 
government, as Iran suggested the group may 
be put on trial for violating its waters. 

British Foreign Secretary Margaret Beckett 
spoke by telephone with 
Iranian Foreign Minister 
Manouchehr Mottaki 
Sunday and reiterated her 
country’s stance that its 
sailors and marines were 
operating in Iraqi waters. 

She asked that British dip- 
lomats be allowed to meet 
with the service members 
and demanded their safe 
return, her office said. 

But the Iranians also 
stuck by their view that 
the British had violated 
Iranian territory. Mottaki 
said his government was considering charges 
against the British sailors and marines. 

“The Iranian authorities intercepted these 
sailors and marines in Iranian waters, and 
detained them in Iranian waters. This has 
happened in the past as well,” Mottaki said 
in Persian through a translator. 

Britain and the United States have said 
the sailors and marines had just completed a 
search of a civilian vessel in the Iraqi part of 
the Shatt al-Arab waterway when they were 
intercepted by the Iranian navy, (ap)

Hagel Says 
Bush Open 
To Scrutiny 

Senator says some will 
consider impeachment 
if Bush rejects Iraq bill 

WASHINGTON! With his go -it-alone 
approach on Iraq, President Bush is 
flouting Congress 
and the public, so 
angeringlawmak- 
ers that some con- 
sider impeach- 
ment an option 
over his war poli- 
cy, a senator from 
Bush’s own party 
said Sunday. 

Republican Sen. Chuck Hagel 
of Nebraska, a member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
and a frequent critic of the war, 
stopped short of calling for Bush’s 
impeachment. But he made clear 
that some lawmakers viewed that 
as an option, should Bush choose 
to push ahead despite public sen- 
timent against the war. 

The White House had no imme- 
diate reaction Sunday to Hagel ’s 
comments. 

Meanwhile, the No. 2 Republican 
leader in the Senate harshly criti- 
cized House Democrats for setting 
an “artificial date” for withdraw- 
ing troops from Iraq and said he 
believes Republicans have enough 
votes to prevent passage of a simi- 
lar bill in the Senate, (ap)

Lawmakers question 
accuracy of testimony 
from attorney general 

WASHINGTON I Republican support 
for U.S. Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales eroded Sunday as three 
key senators sharply questioned 
his honesty about last fall’s firings 
of eight federal prosecutors. Addi- 
tionally, two Democrats joined the 
list of lawmakers calling for Gon- 
zales’ ouster. 

Several Republicans also urged 
President Bush to allow sworn testi- 
mony from his top aides about their 
role in dismissing the U.S. attorneys 
— a standoff threatening to result 
in Capitol Hill subpoenas of White 
House officials. 

The embattled attorney gen- 
eral was facing the toughest test 
of his two-year tenure at the Jus- 
tice Department with the release 
of documents suggesting he was 
more involved with the firings 
than he indicated earlier. 

Stopping short of demanding 


Gonzales’ resignation, Sen. Arlen 
Specter, R-Pa., cited a Nov. 27 calen- 
dar entry placing the attorney gen- 
eral at a Justice Department meet- 
ing to discuss the dismissals. Those 
documents “appear to contradict” 


Gonzales’ earlier statements that he 
never participated in such conver- 
sations, said Specter, top Republi- 
can on the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, which oversees the Justice 
Department. 


“We have to have an attorney 
general who is candid, truthful. 
And if we find out he has not been 
candid and truthful, that’s a very 
compelling reason for him not to 
stay on,” said Specter. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham, R-S.C., 
said Gonzales has been “wound- 
ed” by the firings. “He has said 
some things that just don’t add 
up,” said Graham, who also is on 
the Senate Judiciary panel. And 
Sen. Chuck Hagel, R-Neb., said 
the Justice Department has con- 
tinually changed its story about 
the dismissals. 

“You cannot have the nation’s 
chief law enforcement officer with 
a cloud hanging over his credibil- 
ity,” Hagel said. 

At the same time, Democratic 
Sens. Dianne Feinstein of Califor- 
nia and Bill Nelson of Florida said 
Gonzales should step down. 

“The nation is not well served 
by this,” said Feinstein, whose state 
had two U.S. attorneys fired in the 
purge — in San Diego and San Fran- 
cisco.

Trade law has made 
America the country’s 
main supplier of food 

HAVANA I Since 2003, one country 
has been the main supplier of food 
to Fidel Castro’s Cuba: the United 
States. 

Surprised? You have good com- 
pany. Many Americans think their 
government’s 45 -year- old embargo 
blocks all trade with the communist 
government, but the United States 
is the top supplier of food and agri- 
cultural products to Cuba. 

Since December 1999, gover- 
nors, senators and congressmen 
from at least 28 states have visit- 
ed Cuba, most to talk trade. They 
keep coming: Nebraska Gov. Dave 
Heineman was flying in Sunday 
with a farm delegation. Gov. C.L. 
“Butch” Otter of Idaho plans a visit 
next month. 

Washington’s sanctions choke 
off most trade with Cuba, but a 
law passed by Congress in 2000 
authorized cash- only purchases of

U.S. food and agricultural products 
and was cheered by major U.S. farm 
firms such as Archer Daniels Mid- 
land Co. that are interested in the 
untapped Cuban market. 

Cuba refused to import one 


grain of rice for more than a year 
because of a dispute over financing, 
but finally agreed to take advantage 
of the law after Hurricane Michelle 
in November 2001 cut into its food 
stocks. 

Since then, Cuba has paid more 
than $1.5 billion for American food 
and agricultural products, said John 
Kavulich, senior policy adviser at 
the U.S.-Cuba Trade and Economic 
Council of New York. 

The $340 million in exports in 
2006 represented a drop of about 
3 percent from 2005, which was 
down from nearly $392 million in 
2004. Kavulich said the decline was 
caused mostly by generous subsi- 
dies and credits from Venezuela 
and China. 

But the U.S. remains on top. Its 
main exports to Cuba include chick- 
en, wheat, corn, rice and soybeans 
— much of it doled out to Cubans on 
the government ration. The Unit- 
ed States also sends Cuba brand- 
name cola, mayonnaise, hot sauce 
and candy bars, as well as dairy

Heart Failure Drug Shows Promise

Medicine brings relief 
from painful illness, 
though cure not found 

NEW ORLEANS I An experimental 
drug is the first to substantially and 
safely improve shortness ofbreath and 
other symptoms in people hospital- 
ized with severe heart failure, an epi- 
demic that is growing as baby boom- 
ers age, doctors reported Sunday. 

The study was led by Dr. Mar- 
vin Konstam of Tufts-New England 
Medical Center and presented at 
an American College of Cardiol- 
ogy conference. 

Heart failure occurs when the 
heart muscle weakens over time 
and can no longer pump effec- 
tively. About 5 million Americans 
have the condition. It kills more 
than 300,000 each year. 


The new drug, tolvaptan, is a 
first- of-its -kind medication that 
blocks a hormone responsible for 
fluid retention. 


It was tested on 4,133 severely 
ill patients throughout North and 
South America and Europe. They 
were randomly assigned to receive 


either the new drug or fake medica- 
tion in addition to other standard 
heart failure treatments. 

Ten months later, the drug made 
no difference in the rate of death 
or rehospitalization — a big dis- 
appointment. But it significantly 
improved breathing and reduced 
swelling and weight because it pro- 
moted so much fluid loss. 

“This is the first drug that’s ever 
been documented to reduce symp- 
toms and be safe,” Konstam said. 
“As early as one day, taking just one 
pill, there was an improvement in 
shortness of breath, which is the 
No. 1 symptom patients complain 
about that drives them to the hos- 
pital.” 

Tolvaptan’s maker, Otsuka Phar- 
maceutical Co. of Japan, paid for the 
study and Konstam is one of its con- 
sultants.

GALVESTON, TEXAS I A man and a 
woman fell overboard from a cruise 
ship in the Gulf of Mexico early Sun- 
day, but both were rescued after a 
four-hour search and appeared to 
be in good condition, a cruise line 
spokeswoman said. 

The 22 -year- old man and 20- 
year-old woman fell 50 to 60 feet 
from a cabin balcony, said Julie 
Benson, spokeswoman for Prin- 
cess Cruises. 

She said the cruise line did not 
know how they fell overboard. Their 
ship, Princess Cruise’s Grand Prin- 
cess, was about 150 miles off the 
coast of Galveston, Texas. The cap- 
tain turned the ship around after 
friends of the man and woman noti- 
fied the crew that they had gone 
overboard, Benson said, (ap)

nation in mind” to solve the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict, Rice said in a 
joint news conference with Pales- 
tinian President Mahmoud Abbas. 
But she conceded the sides were far 
apart and offered no specific plan to 
get peace talks moving again. 

Abbas aides said the two also 
explored ways to get moderate Arab 
states involved in Israeli-Palestin- 
ian peace-making. A 2002 Arab 
peace initiative, which offers rec- 
ognition of Israel in exchange for 
a withdrawal from all lands Israel 
occupied in the 1967 Mideast War, 


is to be revived at an Arab Summit 
next week. 

Rice and Abbas held their first 
meeting since 
the Islamic mili- 
tant Hamas and 
Abbas’ Fatah 
Party formed a 
coalition govern- 
ment last week. 

While Rice 
was speaking of 
finding a resolution to the decades- 
old conflict, Israel has said it will 
not conduct peace talks with Abbas 


now that he has joined forces with 
Hamas. 

Rice said she would meet twice 
with both Abbas and Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert during her 
fourth trip to the region in as many 
months. “It’s extremely important to 
establish a common agenda to move 
forward toward the establishment” 
of a Palestinian state, she said. 

“I think it can help all of us to have 
a destination in mind,” Rice said, but 
acknowledged that direct negotia- 
tions between the sides are unlikely 
in the current climate, (ap)

Mauritanians Vote for New Leader 


NOUAKCHOTT, MAURITANIA I The 
citizens of coup -plagued Mauri- 
tania voted for the second time 
this month — choosing between 
two men vying to usher the north- 
west African country into civil- 
ian rule. 

The runoff — held because no 
candidate won more than 50 per- 


cent in the first round — is the final 
stage of an election that has been 
widely heralded as Mauritania’s 
first truly free presidential ballot 
following years of coups and dic- 
tators. The vote itself was orga- 
nized by a ruling junta that seized 
power in a bloodless coup nearly 
two years ago. 


Mauritanians are choosing 
between former government minis- 
ter Sidi Ould Cheikh Abdallahi and 
longtime opposition leader Ahmed 
Ould Daddah. A winner could be 
announced by Monday night. 

Mauritania has experienced 
10 coups or attempted coups since 
gaining independence from France 
in I960. Previous elections were 
widely viewed as rigged, (ap) 


Iran Limits 
Agreement 
With IAEA 

Tehran partially 
suspends cooperation 
with U.N. nuke agency 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran announced Sun- 
day that it was partially suspending 
cooperation with the U.N. nuclear 
watchdog while hardline President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad said the 
latest U.N. sanctions would not halt 
the country’s uranium enrichment 
“even for a second.” 

Iranian state television quot- 
ed Ahmadinejad as saying the 
additional Security Council sanc- 
tions imposed on Saturday “stem 
from the hostility by some powers 
against Iran.” 

“Enemies of the Iranian nation 
have made a mistake this time, 
too,” Ahmadinejad said, adding 
the new sanctions “will not halt 
Iran’s peaceful nuclear program 
even for a second.” 

Meanwhile, government spokes- 
man Gholam Hossein Elham said 
the Cabinet on Sunday decided to 
suspend “code 1-3 of minor arrange- 
ments of the safeguards” with the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog, the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency. 

The suspension would “continue 
until Iran’s nuclear case is referred 
back to the IAEA from the U.N Secu- 
rity Council,” Elham said, (ap)

5 U.S. Soldiers Die in Iraq 


Blast in Diyala region 
kills 4 Americans, 
leaves 2 others injured 

BAGHDAD I Roadside bombs killed 
five U.S. soldiers in Iraq Sunday, 
including four in a single strike in 
a volatile province northeast of the 
capital, the military said. 

In Baghdad, gunmen on roof- 
tops opened fire on Iraqi soldiers, 
prompting fierce fighting in the 
narrow streets and alleys of one of 
the capital’s oldest neighborhoods, 
a Sunni insurgent stronghold and 
a haven for criminals on the east 
side of the Tigris River. At least two 
civilians were killed and four oth- 
ers were wounded in the clashes, 


police said, as U.S. attack helicop- 
ters buzzed overhead. 

Four U.S. soldiers were killed 
and two others were wounded, 
according to a statement, when 
an explosion struck their patrol in 
Diyala province, a religiously mixed 
area that has seen fierce fighting. 

A roadside bomb also killed a 
soldier and wounded two others as 
they were checking for bombs on a 
road in northwestern Baghdad, the 
military said. 

Thousands of U.S. reinforce- 
ments have been sent to the capital 
and surrounding areas to help the 
Iraqis tame the spiraling sectarian 
violence that flared after the bomb- 
ing of a Shiite mosque in Samarra 
more than a year ago. 


The clashes between gunmen 
and Iraqi soldiers in Baghdad’s 
Fadhil neighborhood started about 
1:30 p.m. when an attack on Iraqi 
army positions forced soldiers to 
call for U.S. assistance, Iraqi offi- 
cials said. The U.S. military said it 
had no immediate reports about 
the fighting. 

An Iraqi army colonel from the 
brigade in charge of the area said the 
gunmen were firing at army check- 
points and patrols from rooftops 
and the soldiers returned fire. 

“The soldiers raided some houses 
believed to be used by the gunmen 
today. Several suspects were arrest- 
ed and they are being interrogated,” 
the colonel said, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, (ap)

Hong Kong 
Leader Is 
Re-Elected 

HONG KONG I Beijing’s favored candi- 
date was selected for another term 
as Hong Kong’s leader, spawning 
calls for universal suffrage after 
the former British colony’s first 
contested leadership race since its 
return to Chinese rule. 

Veteran civil servant Donald 
Tsang beat pro -democracy law- 
maker Alan Leong 649-123 in the 
vote by an election committee load- 
ed with tycoons and other elites, 
which has always picked the can- 
didate with Beijing’s blessing. 

Tsang promised during the cam- 
paign to produce a timetable for full 
democracy in Hong Kong, which has 
functioned as a semiautonomous 
Chinese territory since its British 
colonial era ended in 1997- It was 
the first time a post-handover leader 
has made such a specific pledge to 
deliver democratic reforms. 

“I laid out a solid foundation for 
moving toward universal suffrage,” 
Tsang said in his victory speech. 

As the results were announced, 
Tsang’s backers yelled his name 
while pro -democracy supporters 
chanted, “Universal suffrage, uni- 
versal suffrage!” dikkysinn(ap)

EU Leaders Urge Action on Darfur 


U.N. humanitarian 
chief voices concern 
over ‘fragile’ aid effort 

ES SALLAM, SUDAN I Britain and 
Germany called Sunday for tough- 
er action against Sudan to end four 
years of bloodshed in Darfur as the 
new U.N. humanitarian chief, on 
his first tour of the region’s refugee 
camps, warned of a possible collapse 
in the massive aid effort. 

The comments by British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, who 
called the actions of Sudan’s gov- 
ernment “unacceptable,” and Ger- 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel, who 
called Darfur’s suffering “unbear- 
able,” were some of the toughest by 
world leaders in months. 

They came at a time when Sudan 
has angered the West by repeatedly 


rejecting U.N. peacekeepers, and 
just weeks after prosecutors at the 
International Criminal Court in The 
Hague, Netherlands, linked Sudan’s 
government to atrocities in Darfur, 
naming a junior minister as a war 
crimes suspect. 

“The actions of the Sudanese 
government are completely unac- 
ceptable,” Blair said at European 
Union anniversary meetings in Ber- 
lin. “We need to get a new resolu- 
tion in the United Nations which 
extends the sanctions regime ... 
We need to consider, in my view, 
a no-fly zone.” 

Protected by its top ally, China, 
which has veto yielding-power at the 
U.N. Security Council, Sudan has so 
far avoided any harsh U.N. sanctions 
for the atrocities in Darfur. 

Some 4 million people are in 
need of aid in Darfur, either living

in refugee camps or threatened by 
the fighting between local rebels, 
the Sudanese government and the 
pro -government janjaweed mili- 
tia, the U.N. says. The conflict has 
chased 86,000 more people from 
their homes this year alone, accord- 
ing to the U.N. 

On his first tour of the region, 
John Holmes, the new U.N. under- 
secretary general for humanitari- 
an affairs, called the humanitar- 
ian effort “fragile” as he inspected 
the Es Sallam refugee camp on the 
outskirts of El-Fasher, the capital 
of North Darfur. 

“If the situation deteriorates, 
it could collapse,” Holmes said 
of the aid effort. He spoke a day 
after he was denied entrance 
to another refugee camp by 
a local Sudanese army chief.

Hoyas Secure Spot in the Final Four 


Georgetown overcomes 
11-point deficit late to 
beat UNC 96-84 in OT 

HOYAS HOOPS I Twenty-five years 
later, Georgetown got even for a 
coach named Thompson and a 
player named Ewing. 

In an NCAA tournament full of 
tremendous rallies, it was the Hoyas’ 
turn — against North Carolina, of 
all teams. 

Georgetown overcame an 
11 -point deficit in the second half, 
then ripped off 14 straight points 
in overtime to stun the top -seed- 
ed Tar Heels 96-84 in the East 
Regional final Sunday for their 
first trip to the Final Four since 
1985, when the coach was John 
Thompson Jr. and the star was 
Patrick Ewing. 

The Hoyas (30-6) did it this 
time with coach John Thomp- 
son III calling the backdoor 
plays he learned at Princeton and 
Patrick Ewing Jr. making key 
contributions. 

They were helped by an amazing 
collapse from Carolina (31-7), which 
missed all but one of 23 field goal 
attempts, including its first 12 in

overtime, over a 15 -minute span. 

The Tar Heels actually had a 
chance to win in regulation, but 
freshman Wayne Ellington missed 
an open jumper from the wing right 
before the buzzer.

Super-small compact 
computers may still 
have a long way to go 

TECHTESTI Watching users fumble 
and nearly drop an early version of 
the FlipStart compact PC practically 
gave Robin Budd a heart attack. The 
culprit was the three-key sequence, 
Control-Alt-Delete, required to log 
off of or reboot a Windows PC. 

“They would be holding the 
device in one hand, and they would 
try to get their three fingers on the 
keys at one time,” said Budd, senior 
director at FlipStart Labs, a ven- 
ture backed by Microsoft co -found- 
er Paul Allen. 

When the shrunken- down lap- 
top goes on sale later this month, 
early adopters might get a kick out 
ofFlipStart’s solution: a dedicated 
key marked “Ctrl Alt Del.” 

The FlipStart, like other so- 
called ultra-mobile PCs, may give 
workers tools to do more from the 
road. At the same time, the Control- 
Alt-Delete problem is a reminder to 
electronics makers that the human 
body is not keeping up with ever- 
shrinking gadgets. 


Manufacturers have not found 
“the sweet spot between small 
enough for portability and big 
enough to use and interact with ” 
said Gregg Davis, a principal at 
Design Central, an industrial design 
company in Columbus, Ohio. 

The FlipStart has a laptop- 
esque clamshell design, so that 
users tired of thumb typing can 
set it on a desk and peck away and 
still see the screen. 

Another ultra-mobile PC, Sony’s 
VAIO UX, sports a slide-out key- 
board, designed to allow “standup 
computing” so Japanese office work- 
ers crammed into commuter trains 
can be productive. 

Each device maker also has a dif- 
ferent sense of how small an ultra- 
mobile can get before it becomes 
impossible to use. For instance, 
Microsoft thinks the tiniest screen 
possible measures 7 inches diago- 
nally, but FlipStart Labs settled on 
5.6 inches. 

So far, the devices are used more 
by certain groups of workers — real 
estate agents and health care work- 
ers on the go, for example — than 
by average consumers. 

“Everybody seems to want some- 


thing different in a little tiny PC,” 
said James Kendrick, who consults 
as a geophysicist for oil companies 
and also avidly blogs and writes 
about mobile PCs. 

Kendrick prefers a larger tablet- 
style notebook, the Fujitsu P1610. 
When he uses anything smaller, he 
carries around a fold-out portable 
keyboard. 

The challenges are not limited 
to hardware design; ultra-mobile 
PCs, for the most part, run a full ver- 
sion of Microsoft’s Windows oper- 
ating system. That’s a problem, said 
Mark Rolston, senior vice president 
of creative at Frog Design, a Palo 
Alto, Calif., design group whose 
past projects include early models 
of Apple Inc.’s computers. 

“Windows is a fine interface 
for that general-purpose, desk- 
centric, sitting-throne-position 
environment,” Rolston said. But 
mobile computing is what he calls 
“high context” — the device needs to 
perform a very specific task, based 
on where the user is and what he or 
she is doing. 

“Just because you can make it 
small doesn’t mean you should,” he 
said, jessica mintz (ap)

Walton Goggins plays 
TV’s biggest baddie 
on FX’s The Shield’ 

CROOKED I It might have been the 
ghastliest moment on a drama last 
season: On the finale of “The Shield,” 
Detective Shane Vendrell executed 
his partner, Detective Curtis Leman- 
sky, with a hand grenade. 

Not that Shane didn’t have his 
reasons. He was scared Lem would 
fold under pressure to spill secrets 
about their LAPD Strike Team, sor- 


did secrets that could land all those 
renegade lawmen in the slammer. 
But that doesn’t mean Shane isn’t 
bummed out about his evil deed. 
At the same time, his status among 
fans of this gritty FX drama has 
plummeted from vigilante hero to 
TV s biggest skunk. “The most hated 
character on television?” chortled 
Walton Goggins, who plays Shane. 
“I like to think he’s the most mis- 
understood.” 

Either way, viewers will be riv- 
eted as “The Shield” begins its sixth 
season April 3, with Strike Team 


leader Detective Vic Mackey vow- 
ing to identify and pay back Lem’s 
killer — little dreaming it’s his 
closest compadre. “We need the 
truth,” growls Mackey (series star 
Michael Chiklis) to Shane, adding, 
“This thing’s gonna get a lot uglier 
before it gets better.” 

This is a juicy story arc for Gog- 
gins, who, as the season unfolds, will 
get to play on grief, self-loathing, 
even a death wish. “Part of Shane 
wants to get caught and pay for 
everything he did,” Goggins said. 

The 35 -year- old Goggins mar- 


vels at the show’s on-the-fly shoot- 
ing regimen, often on some of L.A.’s 
meanest streets. “Most actors are 
concerned with hitting their marks. 
We’re concerned with not getting 
hit by cars,” he said. “Except for just 
a few extras put in here and there, 
what happens on those locations for 
the most part is real. We don’t always 
know what’s gonna happen.” 

One thing Goggins didn’t know 
would happen: the extreme reaction 
to Shane’s assassinating poor Lem. 
Goggins has taken plenty of heat for 
it, and not just from viewers. 

“It was so weird showing back up 
to shoot this season,” he said. “Maybe 
I was kind of projecting on the situa- 
tion, but people on the set were treat- 
ing me differently. The craft service 
guy didn’t make me a damn coffee. 
Everybody else got a coffee, ’cept for 
Walton. And everybody’s going, ‘Oh, 
there’s the guy responsible for Kenny 
not being here.’” 

“Kenny” is Kenneth Johnson, 
who had played Lem since the 
series began in 2002. But here 
it gets weirder: In real life, Gog- 
gins and Johnson are best friends, 
and they filmed last season’s kill- 
ing scene just days after getting 
back from a weekend in Detroit 
at the 2006 Super Bowl. “We had 
the best time,” said Goggins. “But 
it was also bittersweet. We did all 
these interviews and people kept 
asking, ‘What’s gonna happen?’ 
And we couldn’t say a word.” 

Goggins is likewise tightlipped 
about the upcoming season, and 
whether Shane will end up fac- 
ing the music. “If Vic does find out 
that Shane did it — which I won’t 
tell you — just imagine what might 
happen,” said Goggins. “It wouldn’t 
be pretty.” frazier moore (ap)

Modest Mouse and 
Johnny Marr are a 
match made in Oregon 

MATEYS I Given the unlikely suc- 
cess of Modest Mouse’s 2004 disc 
“Good News for People Who Love 
Bad News,” the story line on their 
new album seemed sure to focus on 
the long-indie band’s response to 
its sudden popularity. Then Johnny 
Marr joined the band. 

Music fans could hardly believe 
the odd pairing of legend and con- 
temporary, British and Ameri- 
can, subdued and raucous. But it 
was true: The 43 -year- old former 
Smiths guitarist not only collabo- 
rated on the band’s fifth album, 


“We Were Dead Before the Ship 
Even Sank,” but also is now a full 
member of Isaac Brock’s group. 

A hard drinker and smoker, 
Brock has never minced words; 
he speaks candidly about past drug 
use and has often seemed to attract 
trouble. Marr, on the other hand, is 
known for his clean living. Besides 
working with various acts including 
Talking Heads and Beck, he’s been 
in four bands in the last 20 years: 
the Smiths, the The, Electronic and 
now Modest Mouse. 

Though Brock was the primary 
guitarist on the band’s first three 
albums, Dann Gallucci joined for 
“Good News.” When Gallucci later 
left the band, Brock thought of the 
guitarists he’d most like to play with 


— and Marr topped the list. So he 
sent a message to Marr’s manager. 
“It was like sending a ... letter to 


Santa Claus,” said Brock. 

Marr, a Modest Mouse fan, 
thought it would be an interesting 


experiment and went to Portland, 
Ore., to meet Brock. 

“He was cautious. I was cautious. 
We let it all gradually happen,” said 
Brock. The two spent about 10 days 
working on songs, a collaboration 
that on the first night yielded a ver- 
sion of the single “Dashboard.” 

“We click,” Marr explained. 
“Being groovy and being in a pop 
group — it’s all well and good, but 
it’s a very, very small part of why 
these guys do what they do. We’re all 
grown-ups and we’re all players.” 

On several of the new songs — 
“Missed the Boat,” “Little Motel” and 
“Florida” — Marr sounds distinctly 
like himself. But he’s often seamless- 
ly integrated into Modest Mouse’s 
sound, which is increasingly full and 
textured. “I love the music we make,” 
said Marr. “We don’t analyze or con- 
trive anything. We just get together 
and whatever it sounds like is Mod- 
est Mouse, as long as it inspires Isaac 
to write some words and sing over

Global warming has 
countries fighting 
over unusual terrain 

Barren and uninhabited, Hans 
Island is very hard to find on a 
map. 

Yet these days the Frisbee- 
shaped rock in the Arctic is in 
demand — so much so that Cana- 
da and Denmark have both staked 
their claim to it with flags and war- 
ships. 

The reason: an international 
race for oil, fish, diamonds and 
shipping routes, accelerated by 
the impact of global warming in 
Earth’s frozen north. 

The latest report by the U.N. 
Intergovernmental Panel on Cli- 
mate Change says the ice cap is 
warming faster than the rest of the 
planet and ice is receding, partly 
due to greenhouse gases. It’s a cata- 
strophic scenario for the Arctic eco- 
system, for polar bears and other 
wildlife, and for Inuit populations 
whose ancient cultures depend on 
frozen waters. 

But some see a lucrative sil- 
ver lining of riches waiting to be 
snatched from the deep, and the 
prospect of time-saving sea lanes 
that could transform the shipping 
industry the way the Suez Canal did 
in the 19th century. 

The U.S. Geological Survey esti- 
mates the Arctic has as much as 25 
percent of the world’s undiscovered 
oil and gas. Moscow reportedly sees 
the potential of minerals in its slice 
of the Arctic sector approaching 
$2 trillion. 

All this has pushed governments 
and businesses into a scramble for 
sovereignty over these suddenly 
priceless seas. 

Alan Murray, an analyst with the 
consulting firm Wood Mackenzie, 
said most petroleum companies are 
now focusing research and explo- 


ration on the far north. Russia is 
developing the vast Shkotman natu- 
ral gas field off its Arctic coast, and 
Norwegians hope their advanced 
technology will find a place there. 

“Oil will bring a big geopoliti- 
cal focus. It is a driving force in 
the Arctic,” said Arvid Jensen, a 
consultant in Hammerfest who 
advises companies that hope to 
hitch their economic wagons to 
the northern rush. 

It could open the North Pole 
region to easy navigation for 
five months a year, according to 
the latest Arctic Climate Impact 
Assessment, an intergovernmen- 
tal group. That could cut sailing 
time from Germany to Alaska by 
60 percent. 

The half- square -mile rock, just 
one -seventh the size of New York’s 
Central Park, is wedged between 


Canada’s Ellesmere Island and Dan- 
ish-ruled Greenland, and for more 
than 20 years has been a subject of 
unusually bitter exchanges between 
the two NATO allies. 

In 1984, Denmark’s minister for 
Greenland affairs, Tom Hoeyem, 
caused a stir when he flew in on a 
chartered helicopter, raised a Dan- 
ish flag on the island, buried a bottle 
of brandy at the base of the flagpole 
and left a note saying: “Welcome to 
the Danish island.” 

The dispute erupted again two 
years ago when Canadian Defense 
Minister Bill Graham set foot on the 
rock while Canadian troops hoisted 
the Maple Leaf flag. 

Denmark sent a letter of protest 
to Ottawa, while Canadians and 
Danes took out competing Google 
ads, each proclaiming sovereignty 
over the rock.

Although both countries have 
repeatedly sent warships to the 
island to make their presence felt, 
there’s no risk of a shooting war — 
both sides are resolved to settle the 
problem peacefully. But the pros- 
pect of a warmer planet opening up 
the icy waters has helped push the 
issue up on the agenda. 

“We all realize that, because of 
global warming, it will suddenly 


be an area that will become more 
accessible,” said Peter Taksoe -Jen- 
sen, head of the Danish Foreign 
Ministry’s legal department. 

Just a few years ago, reports said 
it would take 100 years for the ice to 
melt, but recent studies say it could 
happen in 10 to 15 years. 

With all the squabbling over 
ownership, Tristan Pearce, a 
research associate at the Univer- 
sity of Guelph’s Global Environ- 
mental Change Group in Canada, 
reminded Arctic nations of who got 
there first: indigenous peoples like 
the Inuits and the Sami. 

“Everybody is talking about the 
potential for minerals, diamonds, oil 
and gas, but we mustn’t forget that 
people live there, all the way across 
the Arctic,” he said. “They’ve always 
been there, and they have a major 
role to play.” doug mellgren (ap)

Arizona State sees a 
big future for higher 
education in the U.S. 

Like the state it serves, Arizona 
State University is big, bustling 
and relentlessly new. 

If colleges were countries, 
most would resemble the devel- 
oped nations of the West — stable, 
working to improve, but changing 
gradually and growing slowly, if at 
all. Arizona State would be China. 
Its campuses are giant construction 
sites. New schools and programs 
spring up nearly every week. Hun- 
dreds of faculty are being hired, 
thousands of dorm rooms are under 
construction. 

There are 280 undergraduate 
majors, three separate schools of 
business, 32 on-campus dining 
options and 601 student clubs. 

ASU is a city in itself. With 
51,000 students on the main campus, 
plus 10,000 more at three branch-

es around Phoenix, it is already 
among the largest traditional uni- 
versities in the United States. But 
unlike any current rivals for that 
title, ASU plans to keep growing 
— to about 90,000 students over 
the next decade. That would make 
it the largest university of its kind 
in America. 

Michael Crow, ASU’s president, 
calls his school the “new American 
university” and sees it as the uni- 
versity of the future. 

It’s a model that takes on two 
challenges some see as conflicting: 
to be a great university, and to be an 
enormous one, with its doors open 
to a huge number of students with 
widely varying abilities. 


Arizona, Crow says, needs ASU 
to be a great university, with top -tier 
researchers solving pressing local 
problems like water resource man- 


agement. But it also urgently needs 
to expand access to four-year col- 
lege degrees. 

“This is a university on the front 



line of dealing with a 300 -million- 
person America going to a 450 -mil- 
lion -person America,” Crow says. 

Some critics says it’s a fantasy 
to think a university can simply 
ignore the quantity-versus- qual- 
ity tradeoff. 

“ASU will very clearly get worse, 
much worse, not better, so long as 
they keep driving the enrollment,” 
says Geoffrey Clark, an anthropol- 
ogy professor and 35 -year faculty 
veteran. He says the university is 
overcrowded and has sold it soul 
for corporate sponsorship. 

“The new American university, 
in my opinion, is a fraud,” Clark says. 
“You can’t get big and good at the 
same time.” 

Already, ASU is a place of extraor- 
dinary variety. There is a growing 
roster of high-profile faculty doing 
cutting-edge research, working along- 
side instructors in more vocational 
programs like golf course manage- 
ment. There’s an elite honors college 
for exceptional students, but it’s set 
within the larger university that 
accepts 92 percent of its applicants. 

Crow doesn’t believe quality has 
to suffer when a university scales 
up to this size. 

“In higher ed, that’s what people 
think is needed: to create this very 
grand school for the best, and give 
everybody else generic campuses,” 
Crow says. “We’re, like, ‘Why?’”

Joe Costa, national makeup art- 
ist for Yves Saint Laurent, suggests 
a palette that is natural in the spir- 



it of the great outdoors, which has 
countless shades of rich browns and 
sandy tans. 

“We have a tendency with a 
natural look to think everything 
has to be neutral, but if you look 


at nature that’s not how it is. ... 
Think of when Grandma used to 
pinch your cheeks. That’s ‘natural 
looking’ but you have color.” 

If you have browns and beig- 
es on the eye, Costa says to wear 


a rosier shade on either the lips or 
cheeks — not both. To dress up the 
face for evening, use black around 
the eyes. 

“Eyeliner is huge for spring,” 
Costa said. (YSL has just intro- 
duced an eyeliner that uses the 
brush-application technique of its 
popular Touche Eclat concealer that 
will create an even, thick line.) 

“It’s about the ‘natural nude 
face’ — that’s what I call it,” says 
Bobbi Brown. “It’s not all beiges; 
it’s about finding the colors that 
are right for you. 

“If you’re very pale, nude is the 
color of your lips, probably a pale 
pink.

Also, Tamura adds, lots of mas- 
cara punches up a look and helps 
define the face without looking like 
you have a lot of makeup on. 

As for lip color, it depends where 
you want the focus to be. There are a 
lot of neutral colors out there, but if 
you prefer a red, wine or brownish- 
red lipstick, it can be toned down 
with a layer of concealer under- 
neath.
